Now that somebody lias asked the 
question, •'Why do they do it.'" please 
allow me as a private citizen to help 
answer the question, propounded almost 
1 would say by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company itself. I would unhi.i 
t.itiagly say after mature deliberation 
that !l is on account of the very, very 
had facilities the Pennsylvania Rail- 
rn ol Company has given to Narberth 
station. Jn the first place, the very 
pmir mill almost obsolete tunnel is the 
e.ilv practical access to the east-bound 
trains for the people living on the 
north side, and the writer has actually 
i een unable to get any further than 
the north entrance to the tunnel all on 
account of the crowd of people, tjie 
majority of which were going in the 
same direction, trying to catch the east- 
bound train while a train had already 
'tupped and was standing still at tin 
stnii'011 platform. This condition, of 
course, being partly duo to the limited 
(on. lit ion of the obsolete tunnel itself. 

A second reason is that the brakoiacn 
on the trains cannot always see just 
who is coming tip out of the tinned 
(while the people getting off the trains 
are going down the stops) before the 
brakemeii give the signal to start the 
trains. Also, and this is positively so, 
as is witnessed by an incident the 
writer saw of a brakeninn actually giv- 
ing the signal to start the train .villi a 
lady standing with only one foot on Ho- 
st ep of the train. 

We only hope the Pennsylvania Pail- 
road Company will wake up and give 
Narberth the absolutely necessary facil- 
ities it requires before one or more 
b\es are lost in the above niaanrr. And 
in dosing let me say that notwit hstunii 
ing the fact that the Pennsylvania 
Kailroad Company has only recently 
raised the level of the east-boaud train 
platform to speed up boarding the 
trains, it is very far from the adequate 
facilities necessary to the amount of 
people using Narberth station.

BROAD STREET STATION 
December 11, 1920, Ardmore Chronicle 

If the plans of the Pennsylvania 
Kailroad. management concerning the 
Proud Street Station are waiting upon 
the co-operation of the municipal 
government in the determination of its 
purposes as to street or transit changes, 
as President Pea, states, steps ought to 
be taken promptly at City Hall to sup- 
ply the needed factors in his greatly 
needed public improvement. 

Not only does the convenience of the 
traveling public require a modernization 
of this station. The changes in the 
railroad terminal and the tracks east 
of the Schuylkill constitute so important 
a potential in the city's plan for street 
widening and improvement, to relieve 
congestion and provide an opportunity 
for spreading out west of City Hall, 
that the undertaking ought to be recog- 
nized as a public work of first impor- 
tance. 

Market street west from City Hall 
to Fifteenth Street, and the latter way 
from Arch to Walnut street, constitute 
at the presold time one of the worst 
points of congestion in the central city. 
The widening of Fifteenth street has 
been suggested, but that would be a par- 
tial relief and only a makeshift until the 
ultimate creation of needed space by 
moving the railroad station backward 
be von d the Fifteenth street line. 

Moreover, while the spread of busi- 
ness along Market street westward is 
alreadv under way, that natural trend 
will continue to be handicapped until 
such time as the existing railroad nm- 
smice is removed either by the substitu- 
tion of a tunnel for the railroad viaduct 
or. if that shall be deemed impracti- 
cable, bv the complete electrification of 
the railroad service this side of the 
West Philadelphia station. 

Tt has been currently reported that 
the Pennsylvania management is con- 
templating an enterprising program of 
station reconstruction at several points 
along its lines, including West Philadel- 
phia', in the near future. The financial 
situation niav postpone that for a time, 
but whether it shall be undertaken next 
veur or the vear after, the Broad Street 
Station ought to be included, and the 
cifv should be prepared for its part in 
the enterprise, and even be in the posi- 
tion of urging the railroad to its duty 
in the matter.

THE GENERAL WAYNE INN. 



Curious legends and liiicieut tradi- 
tions cluster iibout t lie General Wayne 
Inn. This old iand-mark used through- 
out the Uevolut ionary War, should be 
of jiri'iif interest to the residents of 
Lower Morion. The Jim has been the 
silent witness of war and romance. 

The General Wayne is typically an 
antique building. Jts walls are twenty- 
six inches thick, excellent barriers 
against Indian warfare. Two large 
rooms occupy the northwest side of the 
Inn. With their long narrow lockers, 
white paints, lireplaces, light and grace- 
ful mantels, the robins are indeed at- 
tractive. Evidence is sufficient that the 
steps have been worn down by man}', 
many feet. 

The General Wayne was brought 
more forcibly into public notice during 
the Revolution. The Jim is situated, as 
you know, on Montgomery avenue, ad- 
jacent to t lie Merion Meeting House. 
During the war it lav between the two 
armies. Jts position was indeed ad- % 
vantageous. 

Its proprietors have been few. When 
built in 17(14, it was owned by Anthony 
Tunis. During the war, it was con- 
ducted by Abraham St reeper, a young 
lieutenant of I lie American Continental 
Lilies. St reeper, while visiting his 
family, was taken prisoner by a party 
of the enemy and detained in the Wal- 
nut Street J'rison in Philadelphia. Jle 
also ow'ned the blacksmith shop oppo- 
site the Inn, and it was there that many 
of Washington's and Wayne's horses 
were shod. One David Young was 
"mine host'' in JSMS, and it remained 
in his family until ISS.'i. The Wayne 
was then sold to .lames Jhiird, who in 
turn sold it to the husband of the pres- 
ent owner, .Mrs. Ivlward Odell. 

Jts sign is quaintly fired in front and 
swings back and forth with the wind. 
Upon it is oddly painted, in colors, a 
portrait of General Wayne, seated upon 
a horse. The date of its erection and 
the name of the proprietor can also 
be noticed. I'pon the whitewashed pole 
climbs ivy, all the while striving, so it 
seems, to leach the clear blue sky above. 

The Inn has had many names. Soon 
ar'tir it was built it was called the 
"Wayside Inn." then "Tunis Ordin- 
ary.'' After the founder of our great 
Slate bad visited the Inn, while attend- 
ing a Quarterly .Meeting of the Friends 
of this section, it was spoken of as the 
"Wm. Pemi Hotel." During the devo- 
lution it was "St reeper 's Tavern" and 
acquired its present name nearly twen- 
ty years later, when one of the greatest 
soldiers this country has produced se- 
cured for civilization that territory be- 
tween the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers. 
On February (i. IT'.ifi, Wayne, hi.- last 
battle fought, worn out in mind and 
body, passed down this pike, on his way 
to Philadelphia from Fallen Timbers, 
the hero of the day. He was met at 
"Strecpor's Tavern" by a group of 
Philadelphia light horse, and escorted 
in pomp, to receive the homage of the 
metropolis of the country. - 

During the Revolution the Inn was 
in eminent peril. "Hostile armies have 
camped in the fields that surround it 
and the victories and defeats of six 
wars and all the events that go to make 
up the many-sided life of a community, 



for nearly two centuries have been re- 
flected in the scenes enacted there." 

Alan Mcljaue. one of Washington's 
most notorious scouts, visited the Inn 
frequently while the British were in 
Philadelphia. One night a skirmish 
took place in the Inn yard, between 
scouts of both parties. During the skir- 
mish a young English officer was killed, 
upon his body was found a miniature 
of a beautiful woman. The treasure is 
still as fresh and colorful as while worn 
by (hat lost lover. It is now in the 
possession of a member of Streepcr's 
family, residing in Germantown. 

There is ample proof that bodies have 
been buried both on the property of 
the Inn and in the immediate vicinity. 
When the old Indian trail was convert- 
ed into Montgomery avenue two bodies 
we're disinterred, enclosed in the crum- 
bling uniform of the Revolution. At 
another instance a body was found, 
deeply imbedded in a vat. once used by 
the tannery at the village of General 
Wayne. 

The first and for a while the only 
post office in the Township was in the 
General Wayne. Votes were first cast- 
there and many a hard-fought political 
battle was enacted within its walls, for 
1 know not how many generations. It 
is now the custom to vote here. The 
commissioners of the Township held 
their lirst meeting in this building. 

The General Wayne was for many 
years a rendezvous for travelers. The 
present Montgomery avenue was orig- 
inally an Indian trail. When the stage 
coach began its travels, from the Prus- 
sia Inn, Philadelphia, to the Beach Hav- 
en House, Lancaster, it used the old 
trail, soon to be made into Montgomery 
:.\enue. The coach, beginning in 17S5, 
made a trip every Monday, Tuesday, 
Friday and Saturday. It always pulled 
up to the Inn porch, awaiting the ar- 
rival of passengers. It was the custom 
of the driver, while yet a long distance 
from the Inn, to sound a blast upon his 
horn, thus making known his arrival. 

The construction of a steam railway 
created quite a sensation. The Colum- 
bia Railroad, built by the State in lN.'ll, 
at the expenditure of .-p.'J.;).s:i.:»( »i>. was 
one of the first of its kind in this coun- 
try and therefore considered a wonder- 
ful achievement. It passed through 
Lower Merion for a distance of four 
and one-half miles. The railroad en- 
tered the village of General Wayne, be- 
low the Inn, and had a prominent stop- 
ping place at that point. Mules were 
used to aid the engine in pulling its 
cargo over the slight incline at the en- 
trance of the village. The old stone 
bridge is still standing, on the property 
of the Inn. over which the railway 
passed. 

The automobile has succeeded the 
lumbering stage conch, and even now, 
as in days of yore, the Inn is a favorite 
stopping place. But with the automo- 
bile we come to the present history of 
that landmark. During the great world 
conflict the Inn was the scene of weekly 
Red Cross meetings and daily savings 
for the boys at the front. Three of its 
sons saw service. All the while, Old 
Glory and the three-slurred service flag 
hung side by side in front of the Inn, 
proclaiming to till who passed its tem- 
porary loss.
